Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nshizawa et al. U.S. Patent 5,910,010 A. 

Nishizawa et al. discloses a method of molding semiconductor assemblies on 
multiple semiconductor substrates/leadframes (6) comprising the steps of; providing 
vertically stacked molding die layers 87 stacked one above the other with die halls 
between the stacked die layers and a die hall in a top die layer (see figure 105); 
providing semiconductor substrates with semiconductor assemblies M between said 
vertically stacked layers; and flowing molding compound 65 through said top layer into 
the substrate/leadframe in the top die section and from the top die section through die 
halls between stacked die layers to the other substrate/leadframes between stacked 
layers (see figure 87). The flowing step includes runners or channels for distributing 
molding compounds in the die sections and the flowing step includes a press rod 64 for 
pressing the molding compound through said die hall in said top die (see figure 87).
